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Council backs Daily, raps grant 

The grants issue

The Students' Council passed a motion 
last night 1o condemn the Quebec govern' 
ment for its recent grants policy. 

The motion, as presented by Ken Caba* 
to FF, said that "a government which does 
not make available the funds necessary to 
achieve and maintain a high level of acade- 
mic excellence is not acting In the best in- 
terests of Its citizens." 

"Therefore", the motion continued, "be 
It resolved that the McGill Students' Society 
condemn the Quebec government for its re- 
fusal to make available to McGill University 
the funds necessary to. rnainlain the above- 
mentioned academic standards, and' request 
that it do so immediately." 

Council passed the motion unanimously, 
and Chairman Sholzberg said that It would 
be given as a press release to all English 
and French news media. 

The motion was also sup- 
ported by Council members 
because they said that they 
wished 1o discuss it with the 
Senate at this afternoon's joint 
meeting, scheduled to take 
place at 4 pm. 

Miss Sholzberg said that 
since the meeting was only 
supposed to' last for two 
hours, not too mony matters 
could be discussed, fiowever, 
(ha would try to bring up the 
above-mentioned grants mo- 
tion, also the sealing of stu- 
dents on Senate committees, 
and the report by the adminis- 
tration on Student Discipline. 

Arts and Science representa- 
tive Morris Goldberg said that 
he hod several recommenda- 
tions to moke about the stu- 
dent discipline report. He sug- 
gested that 0 committee be set 
up to study the discipline at 
Royal Victoria College, and 
that discipline in the men's 
residences should be put in 
the hands of the House Com* 
mittee. 

In this session also, Council 
possed the $1500 budget re- 
quired by TEQ, Travailleurs 
Etudiants de Québec, and ruled 
that handbills printed by can- 
didates for elections at their 
own expense and not under 
Students' . Council auspices, 
were illegal.

Aid committee rejects claim 

The Student Consultative Committee on student aid has denied that it refused to co- 
operate with the government to draw up a plan for student aid and rejected Education Minister 
Gérin-Lojoie's February 11 dismissal of the committee. 

The government took this to 
mean that the students would 
not participate and did not con- 
vene a meeting of the commit- 
tee. The students are still wait- 
ing for government word about 
the meeting it proposed on 
January 13. 

American support 
called for today 



In Le Devoir, Gerin-Lajbie said 
that the students themselves dis- 
banded "to demonstrate their 
disapproval of a measure sul)- 
mittcd to the Committee by the 
Ministry". This measure Is the 
new government plan for student 
aid, which would change the 
present system, in which loans 
supplement, bursaries, to oné in 
which' loans will be given first 
and then be augmented by bur- 
saries. 

La Presse said that the stu- 
dents boycotted the consultative 
committee in protest against the 
government proposal... "It the 
committee was dissolvëd, it was 
because the students themselves 
caused its dissolution by refusing 
to participate."

An EUS Open Meeting call- 
ed by Itichard Karpcr to accept 
the Treasurer's and President's 
report and any new business 
which may arise, will be held 
In Room 204 of the McConncll 
Engineering Bldg at 1 pm to- 
day. All Engineers are aslced 
to attend. Seventy-five are 
needed to make a quorum. 



Tlie student members of the 
committee were never officially 
told of their dismissal nor did 
they discontinue participation in 
the work of the committee. In 
fact, they reported their recom- 
mendations for 10G6-67 to the 
Minister of Education on January 
13 and asked for a meeting of 
the committee. 

While theyr^were waiting for 

the government officials to an- 
nounce their availability for the 



meeting, the Ministry of Educa- 
tion issued its proposal for a 
new loan system to function 
under the aegis of the Student 
Aid Service. 

The Minister's representative, 
Hector Joyal, did not convene 
the Consultative Committee to 
discuss the government plan. The 
student representatives on the 
Committee are opposed to the 
proposal. 

Victor Rabinovltch, McGill's 
representative, said, 'The plan 
being considered by the govern- 
ment will definitely mark a step 
backward from our present stu- 
dent aid level. However, our op- 
position still docs not prevent us 
from co-operation with the gov- 
ernment and trying to develop 
with Jtlicm . another plan which 
would ' forward our goal of in- 
creasing student accessibility to 
Quebec universities." 

Last August, the Committee 
undertook a study of the needs 
of students and was to report its 
analysis to the Minister of Educ- 
ation by December. At a meet- 
ing November 28, it decided to 
delay its report because of the 
problems of limited time and 
divergent opinions of the com- 
mittee members. 



The McGill division of the 
Committee of Canadian Stu- 
dents Supporting American 
Policy in Viet Nam will hold 
its first meeting today at 1 
pm in the Union Ballroom. 

This group invites "the 56% 
of McGill students still support- 
ing American action" to voice 
tlieir convictions by attending 
this meeting. 

The Committee hopes "to make 
known on the national level tlie 
fact that 70% of Canadian stu- 
dents still support the actions of 
the United States and their al- 
lies." It plans to achieve this by 
sponsoring a petition to be sign- 
ed by atvlëast 6,000 students in 
the Montreal area which it )vill 
present to Prime Minister Pear- 
son, currently witli tlic march on 
Ottawa to be held by SUPA.

Patrick D. MacFadden is still Edilor-in- 
Chief of the McGill Daily. 

After a six-hour meeting descril)ed by Mac- 
Fadden as "an epic confrontation", and by Law 

representative Bob Vinebcrg as "Custer's la.st 
stand", Council defeated a motion asking Mac- 
Fadden to retract statements made in an article 
in last Thursday's Daily called "The Flint-Eyed 
Heroes". 

MacFadden had stated his intention to resign 
if the motion was passed. 

Throughout the debate the outcome seemed 
uncertain, as Council members frequently change 
ed their opinions. Several amendments were pre> 
sentcd and defeated. The final vote was 12-8. 

Maximilian Fcrro, BArch U, had signed a 
sworn statement denying allegations made about 
him in the article. In a personal letter to Mac- 
Fadden, printed in yesterday's Dally, he demand- 
ed "a full retraction and apology for the un- 
warranted . and libelous attack made upon my 
character." A separate letter to 
Council resulted In last night's 
meeting. 

MacFadden kicked off the ma- 
rathon debate with a rambling 
forty-fivc-minute speech in which 
he defended tlie article point by 
point against I'erro's sworn slate* 
ment. He denied that the article 
stated: 

• that Ferro was anti-Semitic. 

• that Ferro was anti-French- 

Canadian — "It only said that 
hU attitude to I^rcnch Canada 
was 'less than kind'." 

• that Ferro was a leader of the 
Extreme Right. 

• that Fcrro had a rapport wittt 
members of the underworld. 
Ferro's statement said thai the 
word 'dcmi-mondc', used in the 
article, was synonymous with 
underworld — "In my own ex- 
perience", the word suggests 
a kind of subculture usually 
connected with the artistic or 
bohcmlan sector of society. Ilia 
use of 'dcmi-mondc' was in 
many ways complimentary. It 
is surprising that Mr. Fcrro 
should find it necessary to deny 
connections with the under- 
world."

Last night's SC meeting was like old 
times. Much of the material covered was 
of the traditional kind and the audience 
responded enthusiastically. It is not often 
that a free show of this kind is readily 
available on campus. 

Nevertheless, the three-ringed circus as- 
pect of this year's SC meetings should not 
he allowed to hide the fact that for the 
most port the level of discussion of the new 
Council remains consistently high. 



The case against this journal was, as It 
happens, defeated. But we do not think 
that this is any reason to gloat. A news- 
paper which is consistently critized is better 
in the long run than one which is read and 
asserited to; there has been no shortage of 
criticism this year. 

We would like to point out that the 
article in question at last night's meeting 
was written in good faith. Mr. Ferro's abil- 
ities as a spokesman for a point of view 
which in some part is shared by many stu- 
dents on campus are beyond doubt. We do 
not share his particular analysis of the situ- 
ation in Quebec; but he is on able and 



competent man who, during the course of 
his election campaign, will be able to per- 
^tuade many to his point of view. 

As to the question whether this journal's 
attack on his ideas might harm his cam- 
paign, Mr. Ferro need have no worries. He 
may take consolation in the fact that every- 
thing we have supported this year has been 
soundly trounced. On the other hand, lost 
causes are the only kind worth supporting.

The Lesage government's grant to McGill 
is yet another example of the current at- 
tempt by a right wing administration to 
replace an English Canadian elite with a 
French Canadian elite. 

In on election year, this kind of tactic is 
obviously a popular one. It is unfortunate 
that the main opposition to the Liberal gov- 
ernment comes only from Union Nationale, 
a party whose. support has dwindled to one 
or two newspapers and a few television 
stations. 

The one-party system in Quebec is al- 
ready with us. All the more dangerous then 
that the government seess iîs campaign in 
terms of denying much-needed funds to^a 
university, whether French or English.

If tlie way the provincial 
eovemment doled out universi> 
ty grants is a sign of a certain 
trend, then I thinlc that McGill, 
as a university, is headed for 
the doldrums. Aside from pre- 
judice, the question arises as to 
who is going to benefit in the 
long run. 

Certainly not the community 
of Montreal and surroundings 
in particular, and the province 
of Quebec and the rest of Ca- 
nada in general. McGiU Uni- 
versity has turned out some 
fine scholars and professional 
people, and the theses written 
by certain of our staff surely 
do attract widespread attention. 
The fact is that if KIcGill can- 
not, due to financial difficul- 
ties, continue on a high enough 
standard to keep its name in 
good standing, it is the city of 
Montreal, the province of Que- 
bec, and the country of Canada 
who are going to lose out. This 
seems a useless price to pay, 
especially in face of the rea- 
sons given by Mr. Gerin Lajoie 
for the university's dispropor- 
tionate grants. 

Some people might answer by 
saying if we had joined UGEQ 
we would be in a better posi- 
tion. I tend to disagree, taking 
into account the esteem of stu- 
dent unions in the eyes of our 
politicians. It surely could not 
be due solely to our grants 
from the National Research 
Council, because U de -M Is 



also subsidized by the NRC, and 
their grants from the govern- 
ment have climbed. six times as 
fast as ours. 

There is definitely something 
wrong. If our leaders in Quebec 
cannot be made to feci the 
need of our university, and the 
jeopardy that the present situa- 
tion places us and the commu- 
nity ln,4hen.perhaps some con- 
tact can lie made in higher pla- 
ces, Ottawa for instance. Maybe 
they can be made to see the 
shame if McGill were allowed 
to degenerate, and lose its place 
among the top rungs of fine 
schools, all due to some very 
vague dealings indeed.

• that Ferro had consciously 
spoken to any member of the 
RIN. "The Daily did not say 
that Ferro had spoken consci- 
ously at any time." 

MacFadden refused to reveal 
his sources on grounds of jour- 
nalistic ethics, but asserted his 
willingness to defend the article 
in court. 

Ferro was then given leave by 
Council to speak. In his sworn 
statement he had said "I have 
repeatedly voiced my distaste 
for RIN separatism, and have op- 
posed McGill's participation in 
UGEQ partly on the precise 
grounds of UGEQ's Quebec na- 
tionalist .tendencies." 



In his speech he elaborated on 
this connection between separat- 
ism and nationalism, which Mac- 
Fadden termed "unfair". "When 
one speaks of Quebec national- ' 
ism", Ferro said, "I think mem- 
bers of Council will agree that 
there is a connection between 
French-Canadian nationalism and 
separatism." 

"Because many statements in 
the article were false, the Daily 
owes me an apology. I want a 
future in Quebec which I hope 
will be part of Canada because 
I am an anti-nationalist." 
^ Ferro discussed his alleged con- 
nection with the 'denii-monde'. 
Using the Concise Oxford Dic- 
tionary — "which is known for 
its euphemisms" — as his source 
Ferro said 'demi monde' referred 
to women of doubtful reputation. 



MacFadden later denied that the 
article suggested that Ferro's 
apartment was full of prostitutes. 

Ferro also said that he knew 
nothing about Grenier's having 
called a member of CFARTUAM 
five times. "I am not aware that 
Grenier got in touch with a mem- 
ber of the committee, but I'm 
not Grenier so I couldn't say for 
sure." 

In a confused and confusing 
debate, Council discussed whether 
MacFadden had violated the con- 
stitution; whether MacFadden 
had damaged Ferro's reputation; 
whether Council should set up a 
committee to study the matter 
further; whether MacFadden 
should be forced to reveal his 
sources; whether Council was 
capable of judging libel; whether 
possible libel was the main issue 



or irrelevant to the discussion; 
and whether 'demi-monde' did 
indeed mean underworld. 

Council found itself In a diffi- 
cult situation. It was confronted 
with Ferro's sworn statement on 
the one hand and the Daily ar- 
ticle on the other. Divinity re- 
presentative Glenn Cbristianson 
pointed out that a newspaper ar- 
ticle was equivalent to a sworn 
statement. Council members had 
to accept one or the other of the 
statements. They made their 
choice. 

Arnie Aberman, representative 
from Medicine, said that the mem- 
ber of CFARATUAM who had 
received the phone call from 
Grenier was Lionel Chetwynd, 
who disassociated himself from

Law course seen 
as cultural study

A visiting professor at Mc- 
Gill feels that law courses 
should be offered to under- 
groduates as a cultural subject. 

Dr. A. L. Goodhart, a former. 
Master of University College, Ox- 
ford, and editor of the Law Quar- 
terly Review for forty years, said 
yesterday at a press conference 
that at the University of Paris 
there are 15,000 students taking 
law courses as part of the under- 
graduate curriculum. 

"I would especially like to have 
law taught to people who are 
going into politics", he said. "If 
anything, it teaches you that 
there are two sides to every 
issue". 

Dr. Goodhart said that the 
"angry young men of yesterday 
are now middle-aged and have 
disappeared". However, he noted 
that the position of youth today 
is much more important than it 
was before. 

"In general, young people are 
responsible and more interested 
in public affairs", he said. 

Dr. Goodhart also mentioned 
that "there is a . growing law- 
abidingness on' the intcrnatiorial 
level" and that an internatioal 
law system is bound to happen 
''sooner or later". 

When asked about internation- 
al law Institutions such as the 
International Court of Justice and 
the UN, he said that they are 
ineffective, but "useful to have 

— as examples". 

He concluded that people ex- 
pect too much of an international 
law system and that our first 
aiin should be a society of nations 
in the true sense of the word 
"society".
